THE EUROPEAN OUTLOOK. 
That delicate equipoise, known as the ba- 
lance of power, has bagn sadly ont of gear 
since the downfall of autocracy in Ruasia. 
The most striking example of the new state of 
things in Europe has been the action of Gar- 
mary in Morocco, and the gloominess of the 
oatlook is fully reflected in one of tha tele- 
grams which we publish to-day. Therein we are 
told that a feeling of apprehension prevails 
throughout Earope on the eye of the Morocco 
Conference, whish begins this morning, and 
that the tone of the Spanish and Italian Press 
is most pessimistic, while even the Berlin 
newspapers show an anwoated uneasiness at 
the ramours of Germany's military prepara- 
tions. It is ridicalous to sneer at these 
forebodings, since the recent publication 
of the French Yellow Biok on the Mo- 
roceo question has shown to the world that 
Germany has within the last few moaths 
deliberately risked a most terrible European 
war on behalf of imaginary rights in Northern 
Africa, the exiguoos nature of which ehe had 
already acknowledged. ‘The history of the 
relations between France and Germany over 
the Moroccan agreement leave no doubt that 


last was deliberately presenting a pistol to the 
head of its western neighbour, and that the 
peace of Earope was gravely endangered with- 
out the shadow of a justification. The papers 
in the Yellow Book begin in March 1991, and 
show that the anarchy ia Moroozo, the repeated 
frontier outrages, and the general ferment on 
the frontiers of the French possessions in 
North Africa wero prodacing an absolately in- 
tolerable state of affairs. They show also that 
on Jane 23 in that yaar M. Dalcassé ad- 
mitted to Prince Radolin that France, as 
mistress of Algeria and Tunis, was‘ bound to 


-| Pan-Germanic organs 


praserva an absolately special position in 
Morocco. ‘To this admission tha German Am- 
baszador raglied, “Noching call be fairer; 
avarybo ly ia in agreamant on this point.” And, 
daring tha three yesrs that foliowel, tha best 
efforts of French diplomacy ware devoted to 
the maintenance of peass ia North-West 
Africa. Of any sinistar dasigas on her part 
agaiaat theintegrity of M»roovo or against tha 
commercial interests of other nations in that 
country thera is not tha smallest trace. Than 
came tha Aaglo-Franch Agreement, which was 
signed on the 8th of April, 1904. Less than a 
fortnight before its promulgation M. Delcassé 
gave an assarance to Prince Radolia that 
France might find it necessary to assist the 
Saltan in the maintenance of the political and 
territorial status quo in Morocco, bat that, 
whatever assistance was rendered, the com- 
mercial liberty of all nations interested would 
be rigorously respected. ‘I'bis declaration Prince 
Radolin pronounced to be quite natural and 
perfectly reasonable. Prince yon Biilow’s ac- 
ceptance of the Anglo-French Agreement, and 
his admission in the Reichstag that its pro- 
visions did not affect the interests cf any other 
Power, will be well remembered. 

Daring the whole of 19.4, though the 
began to murmor 
about German commercial interests ;being in 
peril, there was no offivial sign that the 
German Government harboured any resent- 
ment or felt any uneasiness at the steps 
which France was preparing to take in Mo- 
rocco. But ag the new year dawned, and 
as the hopelessness of the Russian entangle- 
ment in Manchuria became every day mora 
apparent, there was a sudden change in tone. 
Germany professed to have discoveted that 
she was being systematically excluded from 
all participation in the negotiations over Mo- 
rocco. Prince von Biilow informed the German 
Chargé d’Affaires at Tangier “that the Im- 
perial Government totally ignored the agree: 
ments that had been concluded as re- 
gards Morocco, and did not in any way re- 
Ovgaise itself as bound in regard to that 
question.” ‘hen came the Kaiser's journey _ 
‘to Tangier, and the speeches of Prince von 
Biilow, with which we are all familiar. These, 
we now learn, were supplemented by an 
amount of hectoring and persistent obstrao- 
tion which are ecarosly paralleled -in the rela- 
ions of Powers that are’ nominally friendly. 
{he German Chancellor left no stone an- 
tarned to represent to the French Minister 
of Poréign Affairs that failare to comply with 
German demands could have enly one con- 
sequence. ‘I'he Moroccan question, he de- 
clared, was “mauvaise, tres mauvaise,”. and 
ie repeated that one shoald not linger along 
a road which “ bordered upon a precipice, 
and even an abyss.” Words were used which 
in international ralations possess an accepted 
gtavity far exceading tht of their usage in 
ordinary life. France did everything which 
was possible to avoid any pretext for offanca ; 
her attitade carried forbearance to its ex- 
treme limit ; finally M. Daloassé was sacrificed 
on the altar of German Uhaavinism, and the 
uegotiations were concluded for the Conferenca 
which is to m3et to-day at Algeciras. ‘I'he 
tacident has taaght the world in general, and 
Great Britain in particalar, a lesson as to 
Gsrman methods which caa never be forgotten. 

The fact stands out incoatestably that for 
some days, if not for soma weeks, daring the 
jammer of 19)4 we were on the verge of 
4 couflagration between Franca and Germany 
vhich coald not have baga isolated, and mast 
have involved sooner or later the whole of 
Earope. A more grievous blow against civi- 
lisation and himanity than the mere con- 
templation of such a catastrophe is hardly 
conceivable. Even now it is not apparent 
how it was avarcel, andif by avy chance it 
shoald have been by the inflaence of Englan i 
that the contlict was spared, Germany, ‘nstead 
of fealing any resentment, ought to harboor 
the deepest gratitude to the nation which 
preserved the peacs and saved the world from 
an incaloulable mass of homan misery, 

Bat oa the contrary we need only expect 
that malignant: hatred that is so otten the 
lot of England becsuse of her altruism, which 
toreign Powers are so utterly anable to appre- 
ciate, and we should prepare onrselves to 
face the worst. When, therefore, we reflect 
on the promptitade with which the di- ~ 
saster of Russia was seized apon as an oppor- 
tunity for the humiliation of her ally ; wheo 
we consider the utter disregard of previous 
utterances and policy which characterise the 
whole of the German intervontion in Morocco; 
and when we appreciate the light-heartedness 
with which Germany provokes a terrible 
European débdole, it is difficult for ua to con- 
template the future without apprehension and 
to look forward to the conference, who:e sittings 
begin this morning, withoat a certain amount 


of alarm, :

Pilgrim Hospital,

The Egyptian Elephant. 

There is a highly intereating account in 
Professor Ray Lankester’s new book on extinct 
animals of the history of the elephant as dis- 
closed by the remarkable fossils discovered in 
recent years by Dr. Andrews and Mr.Beadnell, 
in the Eocene deposits of the Fayoum distric’, 
and known as Palsomastodon and Meri 
theriam, the latter representing a very early 
ancestral type, a rather pig-like animal, yet 
foreshadowing in many ways the elephant 
to be. 

Coptic Manuscripts, : 

A catalogue of the Coptic Manuscripts in 
the British Maeeum has been published by Mr. 
W. E. Cram. The collec ion described in this 
catalogoe consists of MSS. in the Ss’idic, 
Middle Egyptian, and Bohsiric dialects of 
Coptic. Of these, the first group comes mainly 
from the White Monastery st Ahmin, the 
second mainly from the Fayoum, and the third 
from the Nitrian monasteries. This is the first 
published catalogue which embraces MSS.,both 
literary and non-literary, in all these idioms. 


OBITUARY, 


GEORGE OGILVY HAIG. 

Mr. George Ogilvy Haig, who diedon Sunday 
week, was greatly interested in Egyptian mi- 
ning. He was a director of the Egyptian Gold 
and Gem Syndicate Limite4, and of the Egyp- 
tian Sodan Minerals, Limited, and wag well 
known in Cairo. He died at Chester under very 
sad circumstances. Mr. and Mrs. Haig left 65, 
Brook-street on Satarday afternoon to spend 
Christmas with Mr. Haig’s sister in Dablin, 
breaking the joarney at Chester. That night 
Mr. Haig telt unwell, bat there were no serious 
symptoms antil he was dressing in the morning, 
when ptomaine poisoning declared itce!f in a 
most viralent furm, and ia two hoar; he was 
dead. 

Mr. George Haig was the fourth son of Mr. 
Johu Haig, of Cameron Bridge, Fife, N B. He 
marriéd nine years ago the daughter of the late 
Mr. William Astor, of New York. His youngest 
brother is Ganeral Douglas Haig. The Haigs 
balong to the well-knowa Haigs of Bemerside, 
cf whom'Thomas the Rhymer-in the thirteeoth 
century prophesied, ‘“I'yde what may betyde, 
Hisig shall be Haig of Bemorside.” So far the 
prophecy bus beea falfil'ed, and, considering 
the sizs and afflience of the family, there is no 
ego a4 yét of any failure of falfilment.

ARMY REFORM, 


London, Friday, Jan. 5. 

Mr. Haldane, the new Secretary for War, 
delivered a speech in the City last night in 
which heraised the question of the Army outside 
the sphere of perty politics.

the Volunteers, mark him as a statesman of 
the first class. 


MINISTRY OF JUSTICE. 


The Badget of the Ministry of Justice, 
which in 1905 was fixed at L.E. 504,200, has 
been raited to L.E. 534,737, showirg an in- 
crease of L.B. 80,537. Of this increase, L.E. 
13,103 is attributable to the Mixed Tribunals, 
and L.E. 16,142 to the Native Tribunals, 

Thege is an increase of L.E. £84 in the 
expenses of Central Administration. A new 
post of interpreter bas been created in view of 
the increasing amoont of Englich work; some 
increases of salary have been granted, 

Under ths beading of Mixed Tribnoals the 
increase is mainly attributable t> the creation 
of new poste, aud to the arrangement ingtitated 
in 1905, by which the 2 % fee to greffiers and 
the travelling expenses of hoissiers are no 
longer dedacted. from the receipts of the 
tribonals, 

Provision hss been made for the appoint- 
ment of an additional rative Judge of the 
Court of Appeal. 

An additional foreign Judge of First 
Instance will also be appointed, snd will te 

ttsched to the Tribunal of Alexandris, The 
Badget of 1905 provided for 11 Judges of 
First Instance for Cairo, and 11 for Alexan- 
dria: but it has been found absolutely neces- 
sary to attach 12 Jadges to the Ouiro Tri- 
honal, and there have thas been only 10 
available for Alexandris. Experience has shown 
that another Jadge at Alexandria is needed. 

The increased volume of business coming 
before the Tribunals of Cairo and Alexan- 
dria has necessita’ed a corresponding increase 
in the nomber of employés attached to those 
tribunals, and over 30 new posts have been 
created. 

The amount allowed in the Budget of 
1905 for expenses formerly paid directly ont 
of the receipts of the tribunals has been 
found to be insufficient, and an increase of 
LE. 3,569 is granted on this account. 

The pay of “hors cadre” employés has 
been raised. 

The system of Native Assize Courts has now 
been in operation in Cairo and Lower Egypt 
for nearly a year, and appears to be a decided 
snccess The system will be extended to Upper 
Egypt from the beginning of 1906, and pro- 
vision has been made for meeting the cost of 

his extension. An additional native Judge of 
the Court of Appeal will be appointed,and will 
b> available for Assize work; the extension 
will necessitate a considerable increase in the 
costs of transport, travelling allowances and 
indemnities of the Judges, and additional copy- 
ing-clerks have to be angagad. 

The salaries of the Avocat-Général and of 
the Earopean Inspectors of the Parquet have 
been raised, and an additional native Inspeo'or 
of the Parquet will be appointed. The work 
required of the medical expert attached to the 
Parqnet has become too heavy for one man, 
and provision is made fur the appointment of 
an assittant.

BANK FOR THE: PHILLIPINES. 

The United States has determined to follow 
the example of Bgypt in creating an Agrioul- 
taral Bank for the Philippine Islands, A very 
fall account of the operations of the Agricual- 
taral Bank of Egyptis contained in the report 
of E. W. Kemmerer, chief of the currency 
division of the treasury, in the matter of the 
establishment of an agrioultaral bank in the 
islands. Mr. Kemmerer deals with the 
Ezyptian plan of loaning money to sgricultar- 
ists in great detail and then proceeds to give 
an account of the draft bill containing the 
plan proposed for the Philippines. The bill 
largely explains itself, and requires little 
‘comment. ‘'hs plan proposed is an attempt to 
adjast the Egyptian scheme to Philippine 
conditions. Many features of the bill, however, 
are adapted from provisions in the laws govern- 
ing the principal agricaltaral banks of Earope, 
copies of which are given in the exhibits of 
this report. The bill contains comparatively 
few original features, and with few exceptions 
the provisions of the bill in their essentials 
have been for many years in successfal opera- 
tion in one or more Earopean countries. 


THE COTTON MARKET. 


Messrs. Gibson and Bredin, of Liverpaol, 
writing on the 29th alt., remark :— 

The market this waek has been doll and 
featareless with only minor flactaations and 
with little or no new business doing pending 
the completion of the holidays. We are not 
in favour of buying cotton at present prices 
except for very short views, as we atill consider 
the sitaation dangerons although there has 
bgen considerable liquidation of contracts in 
New York daring this week ; we are advised 
by our correspondents in the South that cotton 
is accumulating at the ports and interior 
towns in large quantities, snd unless the 
stringency in the, monby market eases very 
considerably, wa doubt the power of the 
factora and planters to hold the balance of 
their crop, as they will shortly begin to 
require money for preparations for planting. 

There is another Ginners Report dae on 
the 8th prox. which is expected to show 
9,800,000 ginned to the Ist January. 

Theodore Price of New York, in his latast 
circalar, maintains that this year there has 
been more cotton he'd in the seed and on 
the plantations than ever, and maiotains his 
@)timate that the commercis! crop will be 11 
millions or over. 


JEWS AND THE JEWISH PERIL. 


A remarkable and irstractive article bya 
learned Hebrew writer, Dr. Singer, the Editor- 
in-Chief of the ‘Jewish Encyoloy:e iia,” appears 
in the current “North Amarican Review.” Dr. 
Singer combats the view, held by many Ame- 
ricans, that there is a Jewish peril, as well as a 
Yellow peril; that Christian civilisation, in 
fact, may be in danger from the multiplication 
of the Hebrew races. It is true that there is 
hardly a country under the sun where Jews 
are not to be found, bat the whole Jewish 
population of the world does not mach exceed 
11,(00,( 00, It is relatively large in rome parts 
of the United Stetes, and the Jews in New 
York City have increased to three-quarters of 
8 million, from 50,000 only a qoarter of a 
century ago. Bat even such a fact as that need 
not alarm the most nervous, for the Jews, says 
Dr. Singer, so far from being, as they are 
popularly imagined to b>, a wealthy comma- 
nity, are “ths poorest conglomeration of haman 
beings on-the earth.” Even in London, where 
the Hebrew race has free ecope for commercial 
enterprise and money-makiog, there is a very 
large proportion of poor. In 1833 the total 
Jewish population of our metropolis was 47,000 
of whom over 11,000—that is to ssy about 23 
per cent.—were dependent on the chari'y of 
their co religionists.

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AN EGYPTIAN FUNERAL. | EDUCATION IN THE

INTERESTING DESCRIPTION OF ie 
BURIAL CEREMONIES. 


Egypt has been sty'ed “the land cf the 
dead,” and in many respects this is trae. No 
nation of the past or present so constantly 
brings death before us, It is from the tombe, 
the “eternal houses” of the dead, that we 
learn the minutest details of the living 
Egypt of long cénturies ago. The chief -lite. 
ratare of Nile-land is the “Book of the 
Dead,” her pyrsmids are the tombs of her 
oldest rulers, her temples, in most cases, 
the mortuary chapels of kings or gods, In 
a land so deyoted to eschatology, to the 
great hereafter, it is but natural to expect 
that a faneral service of an interesting cha- 
racter must have been in use. The foner:1 
service ofthe Egyptians is certainly the oldest 
in the world; and, what is more remarkable, 
it varied but slightly in its details from the 
earliest times until long after the Christian 
ers. It probably assumed its most elaborate 
form dorng the time of the Theban hierarchy 
of the Eighteenth and Nineteenth Dynasties, 
and this is elaborately set before us in the 
pipyri of the period. A splendid enlargement 
of the faneral vignette cf the Papyras Ani 
is now exhibited on the walls of the First 
Egyptian Room at the British Maseom. Here 
we see the funeral ritual in its most ornate 


form, bat from the fareral stele of thepeople ; 


we are able to trace it back to its moat 
primitive form. 

This has been most clearly worked out by 
M. Moret, in his study of ths diyine cha- 
racter of the Pharaoh, snd an extremely 
interesting eyolutior of ritual is revealed. On 
the faneral stele the deceased is attended 
by a nomter of his relatives. Among those 
tha most important was “the eldest son,” 
or, as is more frequently called, “the son 
who loves.” It was the daty of the eldest 
son to minister at the interment of his father, 
as we read ina book of instractions to the 
Egyptian youth. “Forget not to minister the 
faneral offerings at the tomb of thy father 
and mother, that thy son may do the same 
for thee.” Next in importance to the eldest 
son was the “wife his beloved,” often really hia 
sister, according to the Egyptian syatem—for 
the words sister and wife become synonymous, 
She is often represented weeping at the feet 
of the mommy, or in earlier éxamples seated

In the papyrus 
of Hanifer, an enlargement of which ia ex- 
hibited in the next room, we see his wifa and 
daughter thas parting with the body. The 
ritaal is no longer that of the family fanction 
of primitive times, it is all symbolical of the 
faneral of Osiris, with whom the deczased ia 
identified. The ministrant priest represents 
Horus, the eldest son of Osiris—who ministers 
at his father’s grave. The reader or director is 
the all-wise god Thoth. The friends are the 
‘onr children of Horue, and.the wife and sister 
are the representatives of the two faithfal 
divine sisters, who wait.ever on their lord and 
master Osiris. In the Osirian funeral ritual of 
the Egyptians, which remained in use certainly 
antil the third’centary of our eraand according 
to which millions were committed: to the 
“hidden land,” no characters are more in- 
teresting than these two divine sisters, Isis 
and Nephthys. 

These two sisters, Isis the sistar wife, and 
Nephtbys, or, to give her Egyptian N ebt-Hit, 
“the house lady,” are the ministering ones to 
the god-man Orisis. As we learn from the 
festival sor g of these goddesses, it is to their 
house that he comes to reat. “Nephtbys, who 
is called the housekeeper of the gods,” mi- 
nisters to his wants. ‘The two goddesses ga: her 
spices and unguents, the balms of Arabia or 
Perria, linen and wax, with which they prepare 
for his barial, bringing them, as we are told, 
“to his rock-cat tomb.” They weep with tha 
weeping women over his body, wiping away the 
impurities therefrom with their hair. So wa 
see what a curious parallel their daties present 
to those of Mary and Martha in the New 
Testament. We see that many of the features 
of the Osirian funeral ceremony haye survived 
to this day, and it is av excellent idea of Dr. 
Budge to place these. fine enlargements in the 
galleries of tha Masenm whioh are devoted to 
the remains of the dead of ancient Bgypt. It 
may not ‘be out of place to reoord here an 
appreciation of the excellent arrangements now 
f.ond in the Egyptian Section of the Britich 
Musecom.

OUR PARIS LETTER. 


—— 


(FRoM oun CORRESPONDENT). 


Paris, December 28. 

Christmas is over, and in London the work 
of tho week is beginning again. But here 
in Paris Christmas bak been but the flash in 
tho pan of tho rdveillon feasting, the hora 
d'wavre which is the prelude for tho real 
fostival, ‘lhe Day of the Year,” as Parisiang 
call tho tat of January. ‘l'o one class of society 
“Jo jour do l'an’ bas loss torrora than it used 
to bave, for the motorcar has at last mado it 
powiblo for the diner-out to got through bis 
round of visita within the time prosoribed by 
the tonots of “cotte bonne dame Grundy.” Cabs 
usod to be vot only a luxury in Paris on the 
lat of January—it was almoat impossible to 
hire one. Now, thanks to the invasion of the 
motor-car, the man of fvehion, who in former 
days was at the morty of a skeleton cocotte 
and ber bibnlons master, and who at rix o'clock 
found that his list of absolutely necedsary visits 
was not half exhausted, will manage to get 
throvgh his duties with less wear and tear. 


There is something excruciatingly fanny 
to the smiling philosopher in the demands 
of New Year's Day upon the Paris man of 
fashion, for the whole thing is so gloriously | 
artificial. He has provided himself with a 
load of sweets prettily made up in satin 
bags, each bag marked with the name ofa 
well-known firm. This does not of necessity 
imply that the sweets hava been bought at 
the good—and expensive — establishment the 
name of which figares iu golden letters on 
the bag, for other firms will supply named 
bigs at a trifling charge. 


At every house whero be has dined daring 
the year tha man of fashion must pay a call. 
He dashes out of his car, rang in, bag in hand, 
murmors a f3w comolimants over Madamo’s 
hand, k'asez it, and flies. Madame, who, if be 
a given her time, has protested that sweets 

rom — are the only ones for which sho cares, 

puts the bag on a little table and the card on 
another. At intervals doring the afternoon ber 
husband, who is also flying ronnd Paris on a 
round of sweet-delivering, droys in to 
replenish his supply of bonbons, so that the 
same bag travels right roand a circle of 
acquaintances, avd very often onds where it 
began. Still, fathioa has its bye-laws, and these 
must be observed. Nobody wonld dream of 
establishing « clearing-house for New Year's 
sweets and compliments and-spending the day 
in the country, although I dare say a good many 
Parisians would like to. 


The National Assembly, ccmposed of the 
Senate and the Chamber of Deputies, sitting 
together, will meet to elect the rew President 
of the Repnblic on Janvary 15, or 16, instead 
of the 18th, the date originally mentioned, the 
experts in corstitutional law having printed 
ont that M. Loubet’s powers expire on Febrr- 
ary 18, and that his successor mast be elected 
at least one month before then. To be on the 
safe side, therefure, the date will be altered. 
It is a curiovs fact that since the present Con- 
stitution has been in force, some 30 yeara, no 
President has ever been in office at the n oment 
his successcr was elected With the exception 
of M. Loubet, only M. Grévy completed his 
seven years’ term, and ss he was re-e’ected, 
there was no transmission of power. M. Carnot 
and M. Félix Faure died in harness. M. Casi- 
mir-Perier resigned, as did also M, Grévy 
daring his second term. So that France bas 
pever experienced the eensation of baving two 
Presidents at the eame time, as she will do, this 
year between January 16 and February 18. 
Asamatter of fact the President elected in 
January will only be President-Designate, and 
will remain an ordinary citizan until at the 
appointed tims he is invested by his predecessor 
with the rvling power. 


All of the three most likely candidates for 
the Presidency, M. Fallitres, M. Donmer, and 
M. Léon Bourgeois, are freemasons, and there- 
fora the Clerical party, in voting for M Doumer, 
will be giving ita support to a man, who, in the 
eyes of the Charch, ia proscribed. It would be 
interesting to know what pledges have been 
given to salve its conscience. 

There are signs that Germany is contemplat- 
ing a return to more gracious methoda in her 
dealings with Franca. ‘If that be so, the change 
will be due, first, to the discovery that be llying 
was only momentarily successful, and failed 
after it had brought down M. Delcaseé ; secondly, 
to consciousness that the French army is quite 
ready to give a good accoant of itself; and, 
thirdly, to a plain intimation from Downing 
Street that there is no change in British policy. 

Some time ego the “Echo de Paria” sent 
one of its ateff to Berlin to report on Garman 
opinion on France and French fore‘gn polioy. 
The first reaults of his investigations were pub- 
lished yesterday in the form of conversations 

with Prince von Arenberg and Count von 
Reventlow, the leaders reepectively of the 
Centre party in the Reichsteg and the pan- 
Germanic movement, prefaced by the editor's 
remark that he does not necessarily fall in 
with the views recorded. No wonder he felt 
bound to make a reservation, the following 
being, according to Count von Reventlow, the 
pan-Germanic dresm of .Empire:— All the
